Washington, Sept 10.— General Miles 
came to the war department at 10 
a. a. 

After apendiag a short tim« In bla 
room at army headquart^s be went 

to the office of the secretary of war 

Acting Secretary Meiklejoba was at 
the desk of Secretary Alger and waa 
talking with Governor Atktnatm of 
Oeergia and Adjutant Oeneral Corbln 
when General Miles entered. The lat- 
ter was accompanied by a member of 
bis staff. 

After tbe gentlemen bad shook 
bands and tbe business with the gov 

ernor was transacted, Mr. Meiklejohn 
and General Miles chatted for some 
time on general topics of the cam- 
paign In Porto Rico and the return 
trip af tbe commanding genaral. 
Shortly afterwards Ckaaral MllM left 
the department 

Spealtlag of the fiifurp of tlK> Hiniy, 
General Miles saM ttiat there were a 
ntlMbar vt matters whieb required 
careful and deliberate consideration, 
witb respect to the army orsanlzation, 
and that undout>tedly steps In tha< di- 
rection would be taken as soon aa 
practicable. 

Tb« matter of muatsrlng out tbe vol- 
untMT general oflloers in correspond 
ence with the general reduction of the 
army by mustering out, he said, would 
have to be taken up at an early date 
and that un4eubtedly would cause a 
rMimngement of tbe department com- 
mands. 

With respect to the reorganization of 
the army, General Miles said that the 
experience of tbia war bad very clearly 
demoutrate4 that military authorities 
well understood t>efore, that the estab- 
lishment of a standard was necessary 
to the entire effciency of the army. 

He said it wua his intention to 
recommend a plan of reorganization 
to congress and that be believed the 
necessity for it would be recognised by 
tbe public and by congress. 

Tbe acquisition of territory obviously 
made it necessary that there should 
be a larger army and tbe experience 
of the war bad demonstrated the neces- 
sity of tho establishing a standard 
and having the troops thoroughly 
trained to the military service. 

It was desirable, he said, that the 
army should be organised on tbe basis 
of one soldier to every certain num- 
ber of inhabitants. It was recognized 
by military authorltiee even before the 
close of tbe war of the rebellion that 
tbe establishment of a standard was 
dssirabls» but from time to time tbe 
army had been reduced until it bad 
reached a number disproportionately 
small to the size of the country and 
its population. 

He thought that one soldier to every 
l.MO veyulation probably would be 
found to bo about the right ratio for a 
standard and that the army, this stand- 
ard being apoted, would InrrciUif^ ac 
ceriing to tbe recogaised needa of tbe 
govvrnment ta an exaet rati* to the 
laerease of the population.

San Francisco, Sept 10.— The steam- 
er Coptic from Yokohama via Hono- 
lulu brings the following advices from 
the latter city under date of Septem- 
ber 3: 

It will be the "territory of Hawaii." 
That Is the name the annexation com- 
mittee has decided to rwommend to 
congress. Thus will be preserved in 
the political nomenclature of the 
United States tbe disUnctive origin of 
this part ot the United States. Tbe 
history and tradition of the island and 
tbe associations that no resident here 
wants forgotten will go on In nnlMroken 
union witb the name. 

The form of the tovemment will be 
modelled oa that of existing territories. 
There will be no more further depart- 
ures from this than ]uca\ loruliiions 
and national political conaiderations 
makes necessary. 

It Is probable that In working out 
tbe details the form of tbe government 
will not approximate so closely to thct 
of state government aa tbe ordinary 
form of government does. 

But tbe ultimate possibility of state- 
hood will nbt be barred. There will be 
no district of Columbia or Alaska form 
of government propoeed. 

Local self government will be given 
through satension ct the municipal 
Idsa. The Island will be divided into 
municipal districts bavhig control un- 
der restrictions and limitations, of 
purely local affairs. Honolulu for in- 
Btanoe will be a municipal district em- 
bracing the lAole of the Island of 
Oaba. 

It is pretty clear from what bae been 
said by members of tbe committee in 
framing a Ibrm of government for 
these Islands, they have also been 
charged by the administration at 
Washington witb forming a model 
which can be adapted to Porto Rico 
and other new possessions tbe wtir has 
brought the United States. 

Tbe committee Is trying to so sbspe 
its work as to be able to conclude its 
labor September 20. Tbe vleiting 
members will, in that caae, be able to 
return to mainland by tbe steamer of 
the 23d of September. This will be in 
plenty of time for the prompt presenta- 
tion of the bill which will be drafted 
right after tbe opening of congress on 
the first Monday in December. 

Tbe commissioners visited Pearl 
Hartor on September 1. Admiral Mil- 
ler, v^o is thoroughly informed to 
Pearl Harbor from a naval point of 
view, pointed out the a<lvanta.gc'8 
Which originally induced the United 
States to secure conossslons there for 
a naval station.

Conference opened with devotional aer 
vices eondncted by Rev. R. D. Biven. At 

.S:.TO Bishop Ninde took the chair. 

The Conference Treasurer reported de- 
linquents. 

Rev. J. C. Howea, Presiding Eliler of 
the Louisville district, and Rev. J. .S 
Miller, Presidhig Elder of the Middlee- 
borough district, reported their districts 
and their character passed. The charac- 
ter of many of the effective Eld«« of the 
conference waa also passed. 

Rev. F. W. Harrop was recommended 
as President, Rev. C. P. Adams as Secre- 
tary and Rev. G. N. Jolly as Treaaurer of 
the Auxiliary Miaaionary Society of the 
Kentncky Conference. 

A contribution waa taken to defray the 
expentea of the trial of Rev. Jaaper Field. 

The ( ommittee previously appointed to 
try Rev. Mr. Field bad completed its 
work, and ananimbnsly acquitted him of 
the charge. A woman of Olive Hill, Car- 
ter County, had accused him of being the 
father of her child. Afterwardaahewent 
>)('for(' the County .Tmlge and made alli- 
davil that she waa innocent, and that she 
had been induced by other parties to 
make the accusation, still later, she made 
another affidavit renewing the charge. 
The trial committee were convinceil by 
the proof that it was a case of attempted 
blackmail, and that Rev. Field was inno- 
cent.

The meeting last evening was devoted 
to the anniveraary of the Preacher's Re- 
lief Society. Dr. J. D. Walsh was in 
charge of the service. In introducing 
th.- Rev. Dr. Thomas Hanford as the 
speaker of the evening. Dr. Walsh very 
well said that an introduction was hardly 
necessary, as Dr. Hanford was pastor of 
the church in Maysville for eight years, 
quite a distinction, since Dr. Hanford is 
the only minister in the whole confer- 
ence who has served aa paator of the 
same congregation for eight yeara. ' 

Dr. Hanford was at his best. He has 
added to his already pleaaing delivery 
and throoghont bii diaeoarae wet lit- 
tened to very intently by the large audi- 
ence present.

At the 
conft^rence each year ccIK.ct ions are made 
and the money thus receivMl ia added to 
the capital atoek, which ia now $17,053. 

Rev. C. J. Howes was next introduced 
and he succeeded in raising $606 for this 
fund. One interesting foatoie of the giv- 
ing was that 11.00 each WM oontributed 
for the seven sons of Kentucky ministers 
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who are now serving thdr oonntry in

At 11 o'clock, at the sound ot the 
bugle, the tliO tent.'* of the Kmirth Kentucky (ell 
as If liy otiL' inii'iilse tmil ( amp Corblu passed 
forever out of oxlsleiife. 

To night wc are iiioHiniioiI at division head 
quarters— Camp Hamilt'iii, where all the run 
toms anil discipline of urmy life prevail in their 
strictest sense. To a elvilinn the scene would \>c 
both betmtifnl and interesting— lO.UW men in the 
reRulatioii iiuifurm— scores of tenu-, their Khost- 
ly outlines now lalully markiuK the place where 
but a short timesinee myriads of lights twinkled
